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FOREWORD 

The  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Bootle. 

I have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1961,  being  the  eighty-ninth  of  the  series,  on  the  health  of  the  people 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Bootle. 

From  the  vital  statistics  published  in  the  Report  the  following  figures 
have  been  extracted: 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  816,  an  increase  of 
45  over  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a general  death  rate  of  9.87  per 
thousand  population  as  against  9.34  in  1960.  The  death  rate  for  Englanl 
and  Wales  was  12.0.  Pneumonia  accounts  for  76  deaths,  an  increase  of 
15,  and  influenza  14  deaths  as  against  1 in  the  previous  year.  These 
deaths  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  weather  because 
very  inclement,  thick  fog  being  experienced  on  December  20th  followed 
by  severe  frost  over  Christmas.  Of  the  total  of  816  deaths,  130  (as  against 
123  in  the  previous  year)  were  ascribed  to  cancer;  cancer  of  the  lung 
accounted  for  49  deaths  (43  males  and  6 females)  an  increase  of  14  over 
the  previous  year,  when  there  were  30  male  and  5 female  deaths  due  to 
this  disease.  This  is  the  second  highest  figure  of  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  reported,  52  deaths  being  reported  in  1957.  Road  traffic  acci- 
dents were  responsible  for  7 deaths  as  compared  with  6 for  the  previous 
year.  Two  of  these  deaths  were  of  children  under  15  years  of  age. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  1993  as  compared  with  1995  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  births  694  (as  against  728  in  1960)  were 
attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.  The  work  of  the  domiciliary 
midwives  is  still  subject  to  a great  strain,  as  the  number  of  midwives 
employed  is  still  two  under  the  establishment,  and  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  fill  these  vacancies.  The  birth  rate  was  24. 10  per  thousand  as  compared 
with  24.17  for  1960,  and  is  still  high  as  compared  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales  which  is  17.4  per  thousand. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  33.12  per  thousand  live 
births  as  against  32.58  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  66  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  65  in  1960.  Of  these  66 
deaths,  44  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  47  in  the  first  month.  Of 
the  44  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week,  26  were  ascribed  to  prematurity; 
an  analysis  of  these  deaths  shows  that  16  babies  died  within  24  hours  of 
birth  (seven  of  them  dying  within  one  hour)  and  ten  within  two  hours. 
Forty-three  babies  were  born  and  died  in  hospital;  of  these  36  were 
premature  births  and  20  of  the  babies  were  under  3 lb.  in  weight  when 
born. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  Authority’s 
schemes  for  the  protection  of  children  against  this  disease,  whooping 
cough,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  were  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 
1,992  children  were  inoculated  against  diphtheria,  and  1,336  against 
whooping  cough,  while  565  vaccinations  were  performed  against  small- 
pox. Of  the  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  363  were  under  1 year 
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of  age,  which  is  18.2  per  cent  of  the  live  births.  All  these  figures  show  a 
slight  fall  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  this  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  all  the  resources  of  the  staff  were  needed  to  cope  with  the  great 
demand  for  inoculation  against  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  May 
and  June.  Some  idea  of  this  demand  is  shown  by  a comparison  with  the 
number  of  those  inoculated  in  1960.  In  that  year  2,172  persons  received 
2 doses  of  vaccine,  and  5,591  were  given  a booster  dose,  while  in  1961, 
15,555  persons  were  given  2 doses  of  vaccine  and  4,662  a booster  dose. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year.  Scarlet  fever  showed  a 
decrease  of  25  cases,  measles  of  503  cases,  and  whooping  cough  of  46 
cases,  but  eleven  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Of 
these,  10  cases  were  of  the  paralytic  type,  and  one  non-paralytic.  Two  of 
the  paralytic  type  were  fatal.  Further  particulars  of  these  cases  are  given 
no  pages  33  and  34. 

The  arrangements  made  for  testing  the  urines  of  babies  for  phenyl- 
ketonuria as  outlined  last  year  were  continued;  details  of  the  examinations 
will  be  found  on  page  15. 

With  the  announcement  by  the  Minister  of  Health  that  from  June 
1st,  Welfare  Foods,  namely  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin 
Tablets,  were  to  be  sold  at  prices  that  were  to  cover  their  cost,  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service,  who  had  assisted  the  Department  in  the  distribution  of 
these  foods  against  coupons  since  June,  1954,  ceased  to  distribute  them. 
The  Medical  Officer  would  like  to  place  on  record  his  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  for  the  help  they  gave 

during  these  years.  . j 

On  November  1st,  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened 
in  temporary  premises  in  Glover’s  Lane.  This  replaced  the  Clinic  which 
was  previously  held  in  St.  Oswald’s  Church  Hall,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
would  like  to  thank  the  Church  Authorities  for  allowing  the  Department 
the  use  of  these  premises.  It  is  also  proposed  to  install  a Clean  Air 

Information  Centre  in  these  premises  early  in  1962. 

On  January  9th,  St.  Luke’s  Junior  Training  Centre  for  mentally 
subnormal  children  was  opened  by  Lord  Cohen  of  Birkenhead.  Full 

details  regarding  the  centre  appears  on  pages  27-31. 

On  Page  42  and  onwards  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Chiet 
Public  Health  Inspector,  with  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Orders  No.  1 and  2 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June,  while  a third  order  adjacent  to  the 
others  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  became  operative  on  the  1st 
December.  The  total  of  these  three  orders  covers  an  area  of  231  acres 
and  deals  with  2,376  dwelling  houses  and  premises.  These  are  the  first 
practical  steps  in  rendering  the  Borough  free  from  smoke  pollution. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  tender  to  you,  and  especially  to  your 
Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Chiei 
Officials  of  the  Corporation,  my  thinks  for  the  encouragement  and  con- 
sideration which  1 have  received,  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Department 
my  grateful  acknowledgment  of  their  willing  help  and  assistance.

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Bootle  residents  during  1961  was  816, 
including  444  who  died  in  hospital,  i.e.,  54-41  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths, 
compared  with  55-12  per  cent  in  1960.  The  deaths  during  the  year  are 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  9-87  per  1,000  as  compared  with  9-34  per 
1,000  in  1960.

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Causes  of  Death 

The  causes  of  death,  classified  according  to  age,  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  71. 

Cotnfimnicable  Diseases. — Epidemic  diseases,  excluding  tuberculosis, 
accounted  for  97  deaths.  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  numbered 
4 (as  compared  with  3 during  1960). 

Respifatory  Diseases. — Pneumonia  was  responsible  for  76  deaths, 
bronchitis  for  67,  and  other  respiratory  diseases  for  4,  making  the  total 
deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  (excluding  influenza  and  tuberculosis)  147. 
This  amounts  to  18  -01  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  at  all  ages,  as  compared 
with  17-39  per  cent  in  1960.  Influenza  was  a cause  of  death  in  14  cases. 

Cancer. — Cancer  was  registered  as  the  cause  of  death  in  130  cases, 
as  compared  with  123  in  the  preceding  year.  This  represents  a cancer 
death-rate  of  1-57  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1-49 
during  the  year  1960. 

Violent  Causes.— There  were  57  deaths  from  violent  causes  (including 
7 from  road  traffic  accidents  and  13  from  suicide). 

Neo-Natal  Mortality. — Forty-seven  children  died  before  reaching  the 
age  of  one  month,  of  whom  44  died  during  the  first  week  of  life.  This  gives 
a neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  23-58  per  1,000  births.  Prematurity  was 
responsible  for  26  of  the  neo-natal  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality.— There  were  66  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of 
one  year  compared  with  65  in  1960.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  33-12 
per  1,000  births,  compared  with  32-58  in  1960.  The  average  rate  for  the 
previous  five  years  was  30-78. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  males  was  33-91  and  in  females  32-26 
per  1,000  live  births. 

Throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  was 
21  -4  per  1,000  births. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  legitimate  infants  was  31-41,  and  in 
illegitimate  infants  the  rate  was  72-29. 

The  most  important  of  the  causes  of  infant  death  were : pneumonia,  10, 
bronchitis,  8;  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries  and  diseases 
peculiar  to  infancy,  9 ; premature  birth,  26.

Deaths  of  Children  aged  1-5  years. — There  were  8 deaths  of  children 
aged  1 to  5 years,  as  compared  with  8 in  1960.  The  causes  of  death  were 
pneumonia,  3;  |poliomyelitis,  1;  leukaemia,  1;  congenital  malformation, 
1 ; accident,  2. 

Maternal  Mortality. — No  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  pregnancy 
or  childbirth  during  the  year. 

Inquests. — Inquests  were  held  on  51  deaths.

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Notification  of  Births 

The  number  of  births  notified  under  Section  203  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  was  1,073  live  births  and  9 stillbirths.  Of  these,  154  live  births 
related  to  residents  outside  the  Borough.  The  births  to  Bootle  mothers, 
therefore,  numbered  928,  of  which  domiciliary  births  numbered  688  live 
births  and  6 stillbirths,  and  hospital  births  numbered  231  live  births,  and 
3 stillbirths. 

In  addition,  there  were  1,087  live  births  and  34  stillbirths  to  Bootle 
mothers  notified  from  hospitals  outside  the  Borough. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

Notification  is  made  in  cases  where  the  birth  weight  is  5|  lbs.  or  less. 
In  the  case  of  domiciliary  confinements  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  a 
separate  bedroom  for  mother  and  infant,  and  to  provide  a draught-proof 
cot  with  detachable  lining,  suitable  bedding,  hot  water  bottles  and  special 
feeding  bottles;  if  any  of  the  latter  requirements  are  not  available  they  can 
be  provided  on  loan  from  the  Health  Department. 

In  every  case  of  premature  birth  occurring  at  home,  close  liaison  is 
observed  between  the  midwifery  staff  and  the  health  visitors.  Special 
reference  is  made  by  the  hospital  authorities  to  the  midwifery  service 
when  premature  babies  are  discharged  from  hospital.  Information  is 
given  as  to  the  child’s  general  condition  and  methods  of  feeding,  special 
attention  being  paid  to  these  cases  by  the  staff.  Before  the  midwife 
relinquishes  responsibility,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  Health  Visitor 
for  the  district  to  take  over  early  supervision.

There  were  no  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  notified  during  the 
year. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Four  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held  each  week.  During  the  year  469 
new  cases  attended,  corresponding  to  23-5  per  cent  of  the  total  registered 
births;  in  addition,  112  cases  carried  over  from  the  preceding  year  con- 
tinued under  supervision,  and  a total  of  2,585  attendances  was  made,  with 
an  average  of  13-00  patients  per  session.  It  should  be  noted  that  Bootle 
patients  intending  to  enter  Walton  Hospital  for  confinement  usually  attend 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  at  that  Hospital. 


Post-Natal  Clinics 

During  the  year  19  mothers  attended  for  post-natal  examination,  but 
it  is  not  known  how  many  mothers  attended  their  own  general  practi- 
tioners for  this  examination. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Seven  infant  clinic  sessions  were  conducted  weekly. 


Phenylketonuria 

This  disease,  due  to  a congenital  inability  of  the  baby  to  deal  with 
certain  compounds  found  in  many  foods,  including  milk,  leads  to  mental 
subnormality,  and  the  only  hope  of  arresting  the  disease  is  by  its  early 
recognition  and  appropriate  dieting. 

The  Health  Visitors  commenced  the  testing  of  urines  of  babies 
aged  3 to  6 weeks  at  the  infant  welfare  centres  in  October,  1960,  and  the 
following  are  the  numbers  of  babies  tested  to  the  end  of  1961.

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Problem  Families 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  in  circular  78/50  issued  jointly 
from  the  Home  Office,  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a co-ordinating  committee  was  set  up  consisting  of  representatives 
of  the  Public  Health,  Children’s,  Social  Services,  Education,  and  Housing 
Departments,  Probation  Office,  National  Assistance  Board,  and  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  with  the  Medical  Officer  as  Co-ordinating  Officer.  This 
Committee  is  convened  when  necessary  to  discuss  a particular  family 
where  the  difficulties  affect  a number  of  Departments,  and  continuous 
liaison  is  maintained  with  other  interested  parties  in  all  cases. 

As  recommended  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  27/54  the  duty  of 
visiting  and  supervising  problem  families  has  been  placed  on  the  Health 
Visitors,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  each  Health  Visitor  shall  supervise 
the  families  in  her  own  district.  It  was  considered  that  this  was  more 
satisfactory  than  appointing  a Health  Visitor  to  supervise  all  the  problem 
families  in  the  Borough.  A register  of  these  families  has  been  prepared 
and  case  reports  are  kept.  The  number  and  type  of  case  dealt  with  during

The  Liverpool  Child  Welfare  Association 

Representatives  of  this  Association  have  attended  clinics  weekly  to 
undertake  on  behalf  of  the  Council  arrangements  for  the  supply  and 
fitting  of  orthopaedic  appliances  prescribed  by  the  medical  staff,  and  the 
provision  of  clothing,  fireguards  and  convalescent  home  treatment. 
During  the  year  32  children  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes,  with  an 
average  stay  for  29  children  over  five  years  of  27-03  days,  and  27-5  days 
for  3 children  under  five. 

In  addition.  Camp  Holidays  of  one  week’s  duration  were  arranged 
for  5 girls  and  3 boys. 

The  staff  visited  1,051  cases  at  home,  and  1,378  cases  were  interviewed 
at  the  clinic.  New  cases  numbered  112. 

Municipal  Midwifery  Service 

Staff 

The  establishment  provides  for  a non-medical  Supervisor  and  twelve 
midwives,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  maintain  a full  establishment,  and 
only  10  midwives  were  on  the  staff  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  Intention  to  Practise 

Twenty-two  midwives  gave  notice  during  the  year  of  their  intention  to 
practise  midwifery  in  the  Borough;  13  of  these  were  municipal  midwives, 
and  9 were  midwives  in  the  Bootle  Maternity  Home.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

The  municipal  midwives  hold  ante-natal  clinics  at  Simon’s  Croft 
and  St.  Oswald’s  (to  31st  October)  when  the  latter  clinic  was  transferred 
to  temporary  premises  in  Glovers  Lane.  In  addition,  they  assist  at  the 
doctor’s  clinics  held  each  week  at  the  Health  Centre  and  School  Medical 
Offices. 

Of  the  total  of  2,049  notified  live  and  still  births  to  Bootle  mothers 
the  municipal  midwives  attended  694  births  (34  per  cent),  there  was  one 
domiciliary  birth  outside  the  Borough,  and  the  remaining  births  took 


place  in  the  following  institutions: —

In  the  case  of  hospital  confinements  patients  conveyed  by  ambulance 
are  accompanied  by  a municipal  midwife.  These  journeys  numbered  312 
during  the  year. 

Patients  engage  the  services  of  the  midwife  nearest  to  their  own  homes, 
and  the  midwife  is  responsible  for  their  ante-natal  care  from  the  date  of 
booking. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 

All  the  municipal  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  gas-air 
analgesia;  eight  sets  of  apparatus  are  in  use,  which  are  kept  at  the 
Ambulance  Station  and  conveyed  by  ambulance  to  the  patient’s  home 
when  required. 

During  the  year,  gas-air  analgesia  was  given  in  599  cases;  Pethidine 
was  administered  in  61  cases. 
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Medical  Aid 

The  services  of  medical  practitioners  were  requested  in  140  domiciliary 
maternity  cases  during  the  year.  In  137  cases  the  medical  practitioners 
had  arranged  to  provide  the  patient  with  maternity  medical  services 
under  the  National  Health  Service.  In  the  remaining  3 cases  the  Local 
Authority  paid  the  fees  of  the  practitioners. 

Transport 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  and  seven  Midwives  receive  a car 
allowance  based  on  mileage.  Municipal  midwives  receive  a travelling 
allowance  of  13s.  Od.  per  month,  or  30s.  Od.  per  month  if  they  use  a motor 
scooter  when  on  duty.  During  the  night,  if  public  service  vehicles  are  not 
available,  transport  is  provided  from  the  Ambulance  Depot. 

Health  Visiting 

Home  Visitation 

The  staff  paid  26,949  home  visits,  including  8,439  visits  to  infants 
under  one  year,  and  13,621  visits  to  children  aged  from  one  to  four  years. 

Home  Visits  to  Expectant  Mothers 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  669  home  visits  to  expectant  mothers  to 
advise  them  on  general  and  personal  hygiene,  with  a view  to  promoting 
normal  childbirth. 

Liaison  Arrangements 

At  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Authorities,  the  Health  Visitors  make 
domiciliary  visits  to  ascertain  the  environmental  conditions  of  geriatric 
patients  who  are  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission,  and  these  reports  are 
supplied  to  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

Staff 

The  establishment  provides  for  one  Superintendent  Health  Visitor 
and  ten  full-time  health  visitors.  At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  full-time  and 
two  part-time  health  visitors  were  employed. 

Because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  health  visitors,  the  Committee 
in  November,  1948,  approved  of  a scheme  for  the  engagement  of  student 
health  visitors  who  would  attend  a whole-time  course  of  training  at  the 
Liverpool  University  School  of  Hygiene  and  would  receive  during  the 
first  year  three-quarters  of  the  minimum  salary  of  a health  visitor.  After 
the  period  of  training  they  would  return  to  the  service  of  the  Authority 
for  the  remainder  of  the  twelve  months,  and  if  successful  in  obtaining  the 
Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  would,  if  required,  give  a further  twelve 
months’  service  to  the  Authority.  Two  students  commenced  the  course 
of  training  during  the  year. 

Home  Nursing 

Premises 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  continued  to  be  administered  from  the 
headquarters  at  81  Balliol  Road. 
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Staff 

All  the  staff  were  non-resident.  The  establishment  provides  for  a 
Superintendent  and  10  District  Nurses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff 
consisted  of  the  Superintendent,  3 full-time  and  1 part-time  Queen’s 
Nurses,  6 full-time  State  Registered  Nurses;  1 full-time  State  Enrolled 
Nurse;  and  3 part-time  State  Enrolled  Nurses. 


Training 

The  Council  have  adopted  a scheme  for  sponsoring  the  training  of 
District  Nurses  by  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  each  trainee 
nominated  by  the  Authority  to  be  required  to  give  twelve  month’s  service 
with  the  Council  as  District  Nurse  after  completing  training.  One  nurse 
completed  the  course  of  training  in  September. 


Visits 

During  the  year  24,378  visits  were  paid  to  1,059  patients,  including 
211  cases  carried  over  from  1960. 


Transport 

The  Home  Nurses  are  granted  a cycle  allowance  of  13s.  per  month. 
One  nurse  receives  a car  allowance. 


Developments 

Apart  from  the  increasing  number  of  injections,  which  the  nurses  give 
on  the  instructions  of  the  local  general  practitioners,  the  work  of  the  Home 
Nurses  may  be  divided  between  acute  medical,  chronic  medical  (including 
a large  number  of  cardiac  cases),  surgical  (mostly  post-operative  dressings), 
geriatric,  and  miscellaneous.  An  increasing  number  of  cancer  cases  are 
now  being  visited  by  the  Home  Nurses,  mainly  patients  who  have  received 
radium  treatment  in  hospitals  and  who  require  dressings  on  their  return 
home. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  home  nursing  of  sick  children 
but  63  (or  6%)  of  the  patients  dealt  with  were  children  under  5.  The 
children  required  mostly  dressings  after  minor  operations,  burns  and 
scalds,  otitis  media,  care  during  bronchitis,  etc. 


Geriatrics 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  geriatric  (general 
nursing)  cases. 

Of  the  1,059  patients  dealt  with  during  the  year,  460  or  43  % were  over 
65  years  of  age. 
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There  is  an  increasing  demand  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  for 
assistance  in  these  cases,  particularly  for  bathing  bedfast  patients.  Empha- 
sis is  placed  on  attempts  to  make  the  patients  ambulant  and  independent, 
as  far  as  possible,  at  least  in  their  own  homes.  In  addition,  various 
“gadgets”  and  items  of  equipment  designed  to  enable  patients  to  do  things 
for  themselves  have  been  suggested  by  the  nurses.  A portable  lifting 
appliance  has  been  loaned  to  the  parents  of  a patient  suffering  from 
muscular  dystrophy.  This  helps  considerably  in  the  care  of  the  patient 
at  home,  and  enables  the  parents  to  lift  a helpless  patient  without  effort. 
Sick-room  equipment  and  wheel  chairs  have  been  issued  on  loan. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  on  page  26,  the  demands  on  the 
Home  Help  Service  for  this  type  of  patient  are  increasing,  and  the  services 
of  the  District  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  “Meals  on  Wheels”  all  assist  in 
the  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  sick  and  infirm. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination — Smallpox 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners  and  by  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  medical  staff.  The 
numbers  dealt  with  were  as  follows: —

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  vaccinated  was  363  (280  by 
general  practitioners  and  83  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Department). 
This  represents  18-2  per  cent  of  the  live  births  during  the  year.

A specific  appointment  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  offered 
to  parents.  During  the  year  a total  of  1 ,992  children  completed  the  series 
of  inoculations  (1,385  under  5,  607  aged  5-14  inclusive).  This  compares 
with  2,001  children  inoculated  in  1960.  A reinforcing  inoculation  was 
given  to  894  previously  inoculated  children. 

Parents  are  advised  that  immunisation  can  be  carried  out  either  by 
their  own  doctor  or  by  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  medical  staff,  and 
it  is  now  possible  to  offer  immunisation  at  all  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.

Immunisation—  Whooping  Cough

In  1960  the  comparative  figures  were  10,197  day  calls  and  1,422  night 
calls. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  above  categories  removed  during  the 
year  was  36,953  as  against  26,881  in  1960.  This  total  of  36,953  includes 
13,682  mentally  handicapped  persons  conveyed  to  and  from  St.  Luke’s 
Junior  Training  Centre  which  was  opened  in  January,  1961. 

In  addition,  103  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  hospital 
by  the  ambulance  allocated  to  this  work,  which  also  conveyed  34 
tuberculous  patients  for  X-ray  examination,  re-fills,  etc. 


Prevention  of  Illness  (Care  and  After-Care) 

Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Committee  has  appointed  a Care-Sub-Committee  to 
deal  with  the  special  problems  of  tuberculous  patients  in  the  home. 
Assistance  is  given  in  providing  nursing  requisites,  sputum  flasks,  etc. 
Where  the  housing  accommodation  is  overcrowded  or  unsuitable, 
representations  are  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Housing 
Committee  so  that  priority  can  be  given  to  such  cases. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  obtained  to  an 
amendment  of  the  Council’s  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  permit  the  Council  to  provide  for  B.C.G. 
vaccination  in  suitable  cases  for  persons  in  contact  with  tuberculous 
infection. 

Mental  Illness  or  Defectiveness 

Two  whole-time  mental  welfare  officers  are  engaged,  together  with  a 
trainee  mental  health  officer. 

Statistics  relating  to  visits  paid  by  these  officers  are  given  in  the 
Mental  Health  Service  section  of  this  Report. 
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Provision  of  Sick-room  Equipment 

Articles  of  sick-room  equipment  are  stored  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  and  are  issued  on  loan.  A deposit  is  requested 
and  is  refunded  when  the  articles  are  returned  in  good  condition. 


Convalescence 

In  accordance  with  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  convalescence  not  involving  medical  treatment  was  arranged  for 
patients  recommended  by  general  practitioners.  A period  of  convalescence 
was  approved  by  the  Health  Committee  for  16  adults,  and  2 children 
under  5 years  of  age. 


Chiropody  Service 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  in  Circular  11/59  Local 
Health  Authorities  were  empowered  to  establish  a chiropody  service 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Service  commenced  at  the  Health  Centre,  Knowsley  Road  in 
September,  1960.  A part-time  Chiropodist  is  engaged  for  two  sessions 
per  week. 

During  1961,  seventy-six  sessions  were  worked  and  364  treatments 
given. 

A charge  of  2s.  6d.  is  made  for  treating  two  feet,  and  Is.  6d.  for  one 
foot.  No  charge  is  made  to  patients  receiving  National  Assistance. 

Where  patients  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinic  because  of  difficulty 
in  walking,  they  are  conveyed  by  ambulance.  The  proposals  have  been 
amended  to  permit  of  domiciliary  visits  being  made  where  necessary. 


Health  Education 

General  Publicity 

The  services  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  have  been 
continued  during  the  year.  Posters  and  leaflets  issued  by  the  Central 
Council  have  been  utilised,  including  those  relating  to  smoking  and  lung 
cancer. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  establishment  provides  for  the  equivalent  of  24  full-time  workers 
together  with  the  supervisor.  Ill  new  cases  received  assistance;  these 
with  152  cases  carried  over  from  1960  made  a total  of  263  cases  dealt  with 
during  the  year.

Where  a case  has  been  terminated  and,  after  a lapse  of  time,  is  again 
provided  with  help  in  the  same  year,  it  is  not  counted  as  a new  case. 


The  scale  of  assessment  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations  has  been  applied,  but  this  was  amended  in  April,  1954, 
the  most  important  alteration  being  an  increase  in  personal  allowances. 
Any  householder  utilising  the  Service  has  a right  to  appeal  against  the 
assessment  in  cases  where  it  is  felt  that  the  scale  would  impose  undue 
hardship,  and  these  appeals  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee. 


Section  VI 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  which  repealed  the  Lunacy,  Mental 
Treatment  and  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  came  fully  into  force  on  the  1st 
November,  1960.  This  Act  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Local  Authority, 
particularly  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation, 
adult  training  centres  and  an  increase  in  community  care. 

Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  Menial  Illness 

During  the  year,  171  persons  were  admitted  to  hospitals  for  psychi- 
atric reasons.  Of  these,  81  were  males  and  90  were  females.  Of  the 
total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospitals,  102  were  admitted 
for  observation  under  Sec.  29  or  Sec.  25  of  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
1959,  5 were  admitted  for  treatment  under  Sec.  26  of  the  Act,  and 
63  were  admitted  informally.  One  patient  was  admitted  under  Sec. 
60,  i.e.,  from  the  Courts. 
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Of  the  102  patients  admitted  for  observation  only  2 patients  were 
further  detained  for  treatment  following  the  expiration  of  the  period 
of  observation.  The  remainder  either  were  discharged  whilst  under 
observation,  or  remained  as  informal  patients. 

143  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year,  and  4 died. 

5 patients  attended  on  a day  basis  at  Ormskirk  County  Hospital. 

74  investigations  were  made  during  the  year.  (These  were  investiga- 
tions which  did  not  result  in  an  admission  to  hospital.) 

A total  of  1,952  visits  was  made,  including  1,022  in  connection  with 
investigations  or  admissions,  57  for  pre-care,  and  873  for  after-care. 
The  majority  of  patients  from  Bootle  are  admitted  to  Ormskirk 
County  Hospital  or  Winwick  Hospital.  Other  hospitals  to  which 
patients  have  been  admitted  are  Rainhill,  Sefton  General  and  Deva 
Hospitals. 

Many  patients  have  attended  the  psychiatric  clinics  at  Bootle, 
Stanley  and  Walton  Hospitals. 


(b)  Sub-normality  and  Severe  Sub-Normality 
Ascertainment 

During  the  year,  10  boys  and  5 girls  were  ascertained  as  being  inedu- 
cable under  Sec.  57(4)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  In  addition,  2 
boys,  2 girls  and  1 woman  were  recommended  for  informal  super- 
vision. 

Short-term  care 

2 males  and  3 females  were  admitted  for  short-term  care  to  National 
Health  Service  Hospitals,  and  5 males  and  4 females  were  accom- 
modated in  private  hostels. 

Residential  care 

1 male  and  1 female  patient  were  admitted  informally  to  hospital, 
and  1 male  under  Sec.  26  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  7 persons  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  hospital  care. 
Home  Reports 

117  home  visits  were  made  with  regard  to  patients  who  were  in 
hospital.  These  were  for  the  purpose  of  granting  holiday  or  trial 
leave,  or  with  a view  to  ascertaining  relatives’  wishes  in  regard  to 
the  discharge  of  patients,  etc. 

Domiciliary  visiting 

1,156  visits  were  made  to  patients  in  the  community. 


(c)  Junior  Training  Centre 

A new  Junior  Training  Centre  has  been  built  in  Poidsom  Drive,  with 
aeeommodation  for  80  mentally  sub-normal  children.  Work  was 
commenced  in  February,  1959,  and  the  building  was  officially 
opened  on  the  9th  January,  1961,  by  Lord  Cohen  of  Birkenhead. 
The  number  of  pupils  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  54. 
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AIMS  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE  TRAINING  CENTRE 


The  main  aims  of  the  Training  Centre  are  the  normalisation  of  its 
pupils  so  as  to  make  them  as  socially  acceptable  as  possible,  and  to 
cultivate  their  minds  and  bodies  towards  the  fullest,  happiest  lives  within 
their  limitations. 

As  each  child  varies  in  its  capabilities,  individual  training  will  be 
given,  but  within  the  group  they  will  be  accepted  by  each  other,  and 
their  social  awareness  stimulated  and  any  bad  habits  corrected. 

Concentration,  observation  and  memory  training  are  an  important 
part  of  the  scheme,  and  children  are  encouraged  to  work  with  a minimum 
of  dependence  on  others. 

There  will  be  four  classes  in  the  Centre,  and  these  will  be  trained 
according  to  mental  ability  rather  than  physical  age. 

1.  The  Junior  Class  where  the  foundations  of  habit  and  sense  training 
are  laid.  Free  expression  and  training  in  relationship  to  environ- 
ment are  important  at  this  stage. 

2.  The  intermediate  Class  where  the  lessons  will  be  slightly  more  formal, 
and  muscular  co-ordination  extended  to  a finer  level.  Pride  in  personal 
appearance  and  good  manners  will  also  be  an  important  part  of  the 
training. 

3.  The  Senior  Girls'  Class  will  be  run  on  the  lines  of  a training  for 
their  home  background  and  their  future.  Adjoining  the  classroom 
is  a domestic  science  section  where  such  subjects  as  cookery,  laundry, 
and  the  care  of  their  own  clothes  will  be  taught.  A wide  variety  of 
subjects  to  widen  their  general  knowledge,  conversation,  and  aware- 
ness, will  also  be  included  in  the  time-table,  such  as  nature  study, 
practical  speech,  sense  training,  and  Bible  stories. 

4.  The  Senior  Boys'  Class  will  be  on  a similar  basis,  but  with  such 
subjects  as  woodwork  and  gardening  replacing  the  domestic  duties. 
Adjoining  the  classroom  there  is  a section  fitted  with  work  benches, 
and  the  garden  round  the  Centre  will  be  planted  with  flowers  and 
vegetables  cared  for  by  the  boys. 

The  Centre  is  very  modern  in  design  and  carefully  planned  so  that 
on  fine  days  lessons  and  recreations  may  be  taken  in  the  open  air.  Each 
classroom  has  a door  leading  out  to  the  playground  and  maximum 
freedom  will  be  given  to  all  the  children  in  the  Centre  to  exploit  their 
environment  and  develop  their  abilities  to  the  full. 
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ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  BUILDINGS 


THE  SITE 

The  site  of  0.93  acres  has  frontages  to  Poulsom  Drive  on  its  north- 
west side,  Tristrams  Croft  on  its  south-east  side  and  the  proposed  South- 
port  Road  on  its  north-east  side.  Southport  Road  will  ultimately  be 
constructed  to  pass  over  Poulsom  Drive. 

The  land  to  the  north,  south  and  west  of  the  site  has  been  used  for 
housing  purposes. 

The  site  is  almost  level. 

THE  BUILDINGS 

The  buildings  have  a floor  area  of  6,065  square  feet  and  are  one- 
storey-high. 

Accommodation  has  been  provided  for  a maximum  of  eighty  junior 
trainees  in  four  classes  of  twenty. 

As  Poulsom  Drive — which  follows  a curve  on  the  north  and  west 
boundaries  of  the  site — is  the  only  road  access  thereto,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  plan  the  electricity  sub-station,  kitchen  and  main  entrance  on  this 
frontage  and  thus  enable  all  accommodation  to  be  used  by  the  children, 
to  have  a south-easterly  aspect. 

The  Centre  has,  therefore,  been  planned  with  the  major  axis  parallel 
to  Poulsom  Drive,  with  Classroom  No.  1 at  the  west  end,  a short  corridor, 
the  Assembly/Dining  Hall,  a further  short  corridor  and  Classroom  No.  4. 
To  the  north  of  these  corridors  which  lead  into  the  Assembly/Dining 
Hall,  there  is  a wing  accommodating  the  electricity  sub-station,  kitchen, 
etc.,  the  main  entrance,  and  a further  wing  containing  staff  rooms. 
Medical  Inspection  Room,  etc.  To  the  south  of  these  corridors  there  is 
Classroom  No.  2,  a small  laundry/bathroom,  showers,  the  Assembly/ 
Dining  Hall,  the  Hall  Store,  Garden  Store  and  Classroom  No.  3. 

Each  classroom  forms  part  of  a separate  unit.  Classroom  No.  1 
Unit  contains  a toilet,  corridor/cloakroom,  classroom  with  toy  play 
recess,  a bathroom,  a bed  store  and  a built-in  cupboard.  Classroom  No. 
2 Unit  contains  a boys’  toilet,  corridor/cloakroom,  a girls’  toilet,  class- 
room with  work  recess  and  a store  room.  Classroom  No.  4 Unit  contains 
a boys’  toilet,  corridor/cloakroom,  classroom  with  work  recess  (wood, 
and  metalwork)  and  a store  room.  Classroom  No.  3 Unit  contains  a 
girls’  toilet,  a corridor/cloakroom,  classroom  with  work  recess  (domestic 
science)  and  a store  room. 

As  it  is  expected  that  the  children  will  be  under  constant  supervision 
alt  parts  of  each  Unit  have  been  planned  to  be  readily  accessible  from 
the  classrooms. 
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The  Assembly/Dining  Hall  is  also  expected  to  be  used  for  physical 
education.  This  also  forms  part  of  a separate  unit  and  is  within  easy 
reach  of  paved  playgrounds,  etc. 

A lightweight  portable  stage  and  stage  curtains  have  been  provided 
at  the  south  end  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

All  rooms  are  adequately  lit  and  ventilated,  the  classrooms  having 
one  full  window  wall  and  the  opposite  walls  have  clerestorey  windows. 
The  rooms  have  been  so  planned  that  the  windows  overlooking  the  road 
will  be  at  high  level. 

The  Assembly/Dining  Hall  has  been  planned  with  only  high  level 
windows  in  order  that  full  use  may  be  made  of  the  walls  and  there  is  no 
risk  of  accidents. 

CONSTRUCTION 

The  whole  buildings  have  been  constructed  with  lightweight 
timber  roofs  carried  on  load  bearing  hardwood  window  frames,  set  on 
brick  cavity  walls. 

Insulation  board  ceilings  have  been  fixed  throughout  for  heat  and 
sound  insulation. 

The  external  walls  are  built  in  brown  mixture  facing  bricks,  with 
slate  dlls. 

All  floors  are  of  mass  concrete  with  cement  screeds  prepared  to 
receive  finishes. 

The  roofs  are  covered  with  built-up  felt  roofing. 

FINISHES 

Non-Magnesite  composition  block  flooring  has  been  laid  in  the 
Assembly/Dining  Hall,  Classrooms,  Staff"  Rooms,  Corridors,  Cloak- 
rooms, etc. 

Quarry  tiles  have  been  laid  in  the  Entrances  and  Kitchen. 

Terazzo  tile  flooring  has  been  laid  in  all  Toilets. 

The  walls  in  the  Assembly/Dining  Hall,  Classrooms,  Corridors, 
Cloakrooms,  etc.,  have  been  plastered  and  painted. 

All  ceilings  have  been  painted. 

SERVICES 

Healing:  The  Building  is  heated  by  electric  underfloor  heating 
thermostatically  controlled  and  taking  current  during  off-peak  periods. 
The  domestic  hot  water  installation  is  heated  by  electricity  during  off- 
peak  periods  and  the  hot  water  is  stored  for  use  during  peak  periods. 

Ventilation:  The  school  is  ventilated  by  natural  cross-ventilation 
through  windows  in  opposite  walls. 

Daylighting:  Windows  in  external  walls  provide  the  required  standard 
of  lighting  in  teaching  rooms.  Cloakrooms,  Stores,  Toilets,  etc.,  are 
lighted  by  dome  roof  lights. 
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Artificial  Lighting:  The  artificial  lighting  throughout  the  building 
has  been  designed  to  comply  with  current  lighting  standards.  Tungsten 
lamps  have  been  provided  to  all  lighting  points. 

Electric  Power:  Electric  power  points  have  been  provided  throughout 
the  building. 

Emergency  Lighting:  A low-voltage  emergency  lighting  system  has 
been  installed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Assembly  Hall  to  comply  with  Fire 
Regulations. 

Eire  Alarm  System:  A fire  alarm  system  has  been  installed  with 
points  distributed  throughout  the  building. 

School  Bells:  A system  of  electrically-operated  school  bells  has 
been  installed. 

Radio  Installation:  Loud-speaker  points,  connected  to  a radio  unit 
have  been  provided  in  all  classrooms,  etc.,  and  a record  player  has  been 
provided. 

Electric  Clocks:  Electric  Clocks  have  been  fixed  in  all  parts  of  the 
building. 

GROUNDS 

A small  paved  playground  and  a lawn  at  the  south-west  corner  of 
the  site  are  adjacent  to  Classrooms  Nos.  1 and  2 and  a large  playground 
and  lawn  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  site  are  adjacent  to  Classrooms 
Nos.  3 and  4. 

South-east  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  between  the  two  playgrounds 
there  is  provision  for  a kitchen  garden. 

Lawns  with  flower  beds  have  been  laid  between  the  front  of  the 
building  and  Poulsom  Drive. 

Between  the  ends  of  the  building  and  Poulsom  Drive  and  the  future 
Southport  Road,  and  along  the  frontage  to  Tristrams  Croft  closely 
planted  trees  will  screen  the  Classrooms  and  playgrounds  from  the  adjacent 
roadways. 

The  site  has  been  enclosed  with  wrought  iron  railings  5-ft.  6-in  high 
and  a barrier  entrance  and  service  entrance  gates  have  been  provided. 

A lay-by  has  been  constructed  in  Poulsom  Drive  opposite  the  main 
entrance  to  enable  transport  conveying  trainees  to  the  Centre  to  pull  in 
and  discharge  passengers  without  obstructing  the  traffic  using  Poulsom 
Drive. 

The  Contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  at  a cost  of  £30,120 
was  entrusted  to  the  Public  Works  Section  of  the  Borough  Surveyor  s 
Department. 

The  whole  building  was  designed  by  the  Schools  Architects  Section 
of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  T.  W.  Crookdake,  A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.Mun.E., 
A.R.l.C.S.,  A.M.T.P.I.

Notification  Register — The  number  of  patients  on  the  register  at 
31st  December,  1961,  totalled  951.  The  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  totalled  902.  The  patients  suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  totalled  49.

Mortality — During  the  year  18  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  representing  a rate  of  0-22  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  withO- 15  in  1960.  There  were  11  deaths  among 
males  and  7 among  females. 

Chest  Clinic — During  the  year  the  Chest  Physician  diagnosed  51  new 
cases.  Attention  continued  to  be  paid  to  securing  the  attendance  for 
examination  of  contacts  of  notified  cases  and  452  contacts  were  examined 
during  the  year.  The  Tuberculosis  Officers  paid  28  domiciliary  visits.  The 
Tuberculosis  Visitors  made  2,844  visits  to  homes  of  tuberculosis  patients. 


During  the  year  146  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  at  the 
Chest  Clinic. 


The  number  of  contacts  examined  and  the  number  of  home  visits 
has  shown  a considerable  increase  during  the  past  few  years,  largely  due 
to  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Tuberculosis  Visitor  towards  the  end 
of  1950.

Incidence — During  the  year  4 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  as  compared  with  2 in  1960.

Public  Health  Act,  1936.-  Section  172— No  action  was  taken  under 
this  Section  dealing  with  the  compulsory  removal  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
to  hospital. 


Preventive,  Care  and  After-Care  Services 

(i)  Ascertainment  of  Contacts — In  every  case,  after  receipt  of  a notification, 
a visit  is  paid  to  the  home  with  the  object  of  tracing  contacts  and 
arrangements  are  made  for  their  examination  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  In 
the  case  of  children  under  15,  the  Chest  Physician  examines  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  whether  B.C.G.  Vaccination  should  be  given. 
Adults  are  referred  to  Walton  Hospital  for  a 5"  x 4"  film,  which  is 
then  forwarded  to  the  Chest  Physician. 

In  this  connection  special  clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  for  children 
who  are  contacts  of  notified  and  known  cases,  or  are  referred  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  by  general  practitioners  or  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Department.  By  this  means  the  children  are  kept  separate  from  any 
known  cases  of  tuberculosis  while  attending  the  Clinic.

(ii)  Employment  of  Tuberculosis  Patients — About  one-third  of  the  cases 
on  the  register  are  known  to  be  working,  but  in  the  main,  these  are 
quiescent  cases,  as  it  is  very  difficult  for  patients  with  a positive  sputum 
to  obtain  employment  (unless  they  fail  to  disclose  this  information 
when  applying  for  work). 
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The  patients  who  are  working  are  kept  under  observation,  and 
generally  speaking,  they  are  found  able  to  maintain  themselves  in 
employment.  It  seems  likely  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  financial  help  now  obtainable  through  the  National  Assistance 
Board,  patients  are  not  as  anxious  as  formerly  to  return  to  work 
before  they  are  sufficiently  recovered  to  undertake  full  employment. 
Another  factor  bearing  on  this  matter  is  the  number  of  cases  which 
are  now  treated  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  these  cases  being 
found  through  efficient  contact  tracing  and  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit. 

(iii)  Notifications  after  Death— \n  every  case  where  notification  is  received 
after  the  death  of  the  patient,  the  contacts  are  traced  and  urged  to 
attend  for  examination. 

(iv)  Ascertainment  and  Follow-Up  of  Early  Cases  among  Children  The 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  schools  in  the  Borough 
from  time  to  time,  and  in  addition,  the  general  practitioners  are  very 
co-operative  in  referring  children  to  the  Chest  Clinic.  Probably  50 
per  cent  of  the  children  examined  are  sent  in  by  the  general 
practitioners,  the  remainder  being  sent  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Department.  In  all  cases  of  a primary  lesion  in  children,  home 
contacts  are  traced  and  arrangements  made  for  their  examination.

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

The  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  as  from  5th  July,  1948. 

The  Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Treatment 
Centres  shows  59  persons  under  treatment  on  31st  December,  1961,  as 
against  57  on  1st  January,  1961,  and  an  increase  in  new  patients  examined, 
the  figure  being  239,  as  contrasted  with  217  in  1960.  The  total  of  239 
included  120  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  of  venereal  disease  was  not 
established. 

The  total  attendances  for  treatment  made  at  the  Centre  during  the 
year  numbered  80 1 . During  1961,213  cases  were  discharged  on  completion 
of  treatment  and  observation,  as  against  217  in  the  previous  year.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  the  Council’s  Clean 
Air  Programme.  The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  3 was 
confirmed  with  the  modification  that  the  date  of  operation  should  be 
1st  December,  1961.  The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos. 
1 and  2 came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June,  1961,  and  so  far  no  difficulty 
has  arisen  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  overcome. 

These  three  Areas  together  comprise  231  acres  and  contain  2,376 
dwellinghouses  and  other  premises.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  the 
Council  will  make  a further  Order  early  next  year  in  respect  of  the  pro- 
posed Smoke  Control  Area  No.  4,  the  survey  of  which  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

The  Housing  Act,  1961,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  24th 
November,  gives  Local  Authorities  new  and  greatly  strengthened  powers 
for  dealing  with  bad  living  conditions  in  “Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation”. 
These  powers  cannot  be  fully  implemented,  however,  until  new  regulations 
are  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  which  came  into  operation  in  October, 
also  contains  provisions  dealing  with  certain  aspects  of  housing,  but 
similar  provisions  are  already  contained  in  the  Bootle  Corporation 
Act,  1959. 

It  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  little  was  done  during  1961,  in  the  way 
of  Slum  Clearance  because  of  the  acute  shortage  of  land  for  housing 
development. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  formal  legal  action  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  but  elsewhere  in  this  Report  is 
an  account  of  the  informal  action  that  has  been  taken  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  excessive  noise  and  vibration. 

There  were  2,351  complaints  from  householders  and  Notices  were 
served  in  respect  of  4,313  nuisances,  a decrease  of  724  nuisances  on  the 
previous  year  and  the  number  of  complaints  decreased  by  223.  These 
figures  may  be  interpreted  as  an  overall  improvement. 

The  inspection  of  premises  were  food  is  prepared  for  sale  has  been 
given  particular  attention  and  the  Food  Hygiene  regulations  have  been 
enforced  where  this  has  been  found  to  be  necessary.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  standards  of  hygiene  generally,  and  in  food  factories  in  par- 
ticular, are  being  maintained.

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Sampling  is  carried  out  regularly,  and  visits  are  made  to  shops,  food 
factories,  milk  premises  and  ice-cream  distributors  throughout  the 
Borough. 

The  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  J.  F.  Clark,  M.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  examined  229 
food  and  drugs  samples  during  the  year,  of  which  68  were  statutory  and 
161  informal.  Common  foods  have  been  sampled  regularly,  and  special 
samples  have  been  taken  of  suspected  foods. 

A total  of  7 samples  contravened  Acts  and  Regulations,  and  included;

Special  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  labelling  of  foodstuffs  and 
also  to  ensuring  that  the  individual  retailer  is  taking  care  to  preserve  the 
soundness  of  his  stocks. 

In  addition  to  the  229  routine  samples  submitted  for  analysis  and 
examination,  there  were  162  special  samples  obtained,  which  were  sub- 
jected to  chemical  analysis  or  bacteriological  examination. 

Samples  totalling  452  were  submitted  to  Professor  D.  T.  Robinson, 
the  Bacteriologist  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

The  Public  Analyst  examined  165  samples  submitted  for  evidence 
of  preservatives. 


Milk 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1952,  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  November,  1952, 
Accordingly,  from  the  appointed  date  all  milk  sold  by  retail  within  the 
area  must  be  specially  designated  milk,  that  is,  pasteurised  milk,  sterilised 
milk  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  The  County  Borough  of  Bootle  is  included 
in  one  of  the  specified  areas. 

Milk  Supplies— There  are  204  registered  distributors  of  milk  on  the 
Bootle  Register,  and  355  licences  were  issued  under  the  appropriate 
Special  Designation  Regulations,  1949  to  1953. 

There  are  no  farms  or  shippons  situated  within  the  Borough  boundaries. 

There  has  been  no  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  outbreak 
traced  to  the  supply  of  milk  within  the  Borough. 
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Milk  Sampling 

There  have  been  163  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  163  for  the  Phosphatase  and  Turbidity  Tests  to  indicate 
the  amount  of  heat  treatment  to  which  the  milk  has  been  subjected. 
Five  samples  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  one  sample  failed  the 
Phosphatase  Test. 

School  Milk — There  were  50  samples  of  milk  obtained  from  schools 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  37  samples  submitted  for  chemical 

analysis. 

Ice  Cream 

1 1 samples  of  ice  cream  and  dairy  ice  cream,  and  6 samples  of  water 
ices  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  127  samples  of  ice  cream 
and  water  ices  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  average  fat  content  of  the  8 samples  of  ice  cream  was  11-4%. 

The  average  fat  content  of  the  3 samples  of  dairy  ices  was  10-3%. 

There  were  191  ice  cream  premises  registered,  of  which  6 are  registered 
for  manufacture.  Of  these,  only  3 are  actually  manufacturing,  but  2 of 
them  were  discontinued  during  the  year;  the  remaining  one  is  on  a 
‘‘complete  cold  mix”. 

73  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  results 
being  as  follows:  Grade  1,  65;  Grade  2,  8;  Grade  3,  Nil;  Grade  4, Nil.  Al- 
together 54  samples  of  water  ices  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Persons  selling  ice  cream  from  vehicles  are  required  to  be  registered 
in  accordance  with  the  Bootle  Corporation  Act,  1930.

One  bakehouse  proprietor  asked  for  advice  about  opening  an  ad- 
joining room  as  a cafe,  but  upon  inspection  it  was  found  the  room  could 
not  be  adapted  for  this  purpose. 

One  baker  was  prosecuted  for  selling  a tea-bun  containing  part  of  a 
cockroach.

Several  new  developments  in  food  processing  in  the  Borough  have 
been  noted  during  the  year;  the  deep  freezing  of  pre-packed  cooked  meals 
was  commenced  at  one  factory,  but  has  been  held-up  temporarily  as  a 
result  of  a fire  occurring  at  the  premises.  A new  building  of  modern 
design  was  completed  and  is  occupied  by  a firm  manufacturing  fish  cakes. 

Plans  of  new  food  factories  were  discussed  with  the  respective  manage- 
ments in  the  early  stages,  and  agreement  was  reached  on  the  design  and 
layout  of  a factory  to  process  “broiler  chickens”,  and  also  on  two  meat- 
processing factories.

There  was  no  evidence  of  any  infection  arising  from  the  consum- 
tion  of  food  at  these  premises  during  the  year. 

One  cafe  was  granted  a licence  to  serve  alcoholic  beverages  with 

meals. 

Improvements  are  continually  being  made  to  these  piemises  and 
special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  collection  and  extraction  of  steam 
and  cooking  odours  from  cafe  kitchens.  A new  automatic  dish-washing 
unit  has  been  installed  in  a canteen  where  previously  dish-washing  had 
been  carried  out  under  unsuitable  conditions. 

The  14  cafes  on  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Habour  Board  Estate  within 
the  Borough  were  inspected  jointly  with  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of 
the  Port  Health  Authority,  and  57  such  visits  were  made.

Noise  Abatement 

Several  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  excessive  noise 
and  vibration  emanating  from  industrial  premises. 

In  two  instances  the  re-siting  of  machines  and  in  another  the  insula- 
tion of  a compressor  house  reduced  the  noise  and  vibration  to  tolerable 
levels. 

Air  being  drawn  through  an  air  filter  at  the  inlet  to  a compressor 
house  produced  a low  pitched  noise  which,  although  barely  audible  at 
the  source,  was  considerably  intensified  by  adjacent  buildings  acting  as 
“sounding  boards”.  The  noise  and  vibration  became  so  intense  that  people 
living  some  distance  away  complained  of  the  nuisance  which  was  sub- 
sequently abated  by  simpiy  re-siting  the  air  inlet. 

The  noisy  delivery  of  vegetables  to  a warehouse  situated  close  to  a 
residential  area  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  gave  rise  to  a justifiable 
complaint.  Observations  were  made  and  as  a result  the  firm  concerned 
took  the  necessary  action  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  the  examples  quoted  above  it  was  not 
necessary  to  resort  to  formal  legal  action  under  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act,  1960.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  publicity  which  preceded 
and  followed  the  passing  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  has  done  much  to 
make  factory  managements  and  others  more  aware  of  the  serious  nuisance 
which  may  be  caused  by  excessive  noise  and  vibration. 


Licensed  Premises 

During  the  year  82  visits  were  made  to  the  49  licensed  premises  in 
the  Borough.  No  major  alterations  were  carried  out. 


Food  Byelaws 

Clean  food  byelaws  made  by  the  Council  have  been  in  operation 
since  28th  May,  1951. 

These  byelaws  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  “securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the 
handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for 
human  consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale 
in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption”. 

In  general,  no  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  enforcing  the 
byelaws. 
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Bootle  Corporation  Act,  1939 — Section  115 

It  is  necessary  for  any  person  intending  to  sell  any  meat,  or  meat  food 
product,  or  fish  or  fruit  or  vegetables,  from  any  cart,  barrow  or  other 
vehicle,  to  be  registered  with  the  Corporation  in  accordance  with  the  above 
enactment. 

There  are  34  persons  registered  under  this  Act. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  mobile  shops  and  similar  vehicles  are 
subjected  to  a careful  inspection  and  advice  is  given  to  the  applicant  on 
the  principles  of  food  hygiene  generally. 

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  no  public  or  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

There  are  6 pet  shops  in  the  area,  for  which  licences  were  issued  during 
the  year. 


Pigeons 

During  the  year  26  complaints  were  made  concerning  nuisances 
caused  by  feral  birds  fouling  and  damaging  domestic,  commercial  and 
industrial  premises.  Each  case  was  carefully  investigated  and  action  was 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  49  of  the  Bootle 
Corporation  Act,  1959. 

It  has  been  found  by  experience  that  there  is  no  simple  standard 
method  of  catching  feral  birds.  Each  complaint  presents  a different 
problem  and  new  methods  and  techniques  have  to  be  adapted  to  suit 
every  circumstance.  Nevertheless,  the  efficiency  of  this  service  has 
increased  during  the  year  with  the  following  results. : —

Infectious  Disease 

There  were  163  cases  of  infectious  disease  investigated  other  than 
tuberculosis,  and  disinfections  were  carried  out  in  65  cases. 

In  dealing  with  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  special  investigations 
were  carried  out  in  the  homes  of  food  handlers,  including  the  obtaining  of 
specimens  of  faeces  for  bacteriological  examination,  in  order  to  detect  any 
possible  carriers  of  disease  in  their  families. 

The  local  authority  is  responsible  for  the  removal  of  all  cases  of 
infectious  disease  landed  from  ships  in  Bootle  Docks.

Water  Supply 

The  Borough  of  Bootle  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation,  the  source  being  upland  surfaces  in  North  Wales  and 
Lancashire.  The  water  supply  throughout  the  year  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 

All  dwellinghouses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Water  Engineer, 
City  of  Liverpool,  J.  H.  T.  Stilgoe,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  March,  1961. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

During  the  year  the  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(David  T.  Robinson,  M.Sc.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Dp.  Bact.)  has  made 
examinations  of  3,104  samples  of  water  from  the  undertaking. 

The  results  of  the  tests  for  Bacterium  coli  (Bact.  coli)  and  coliform 
bacteria  in  the  samples  from  the  aqueducts,  wells  and  waters  passing  into 
supply  show  the  percentages  of  samples  free  from  Bact.  coli  and  coliform 
bacteria  respectively  in  100  millilitres  to  have  been  as  follows:

CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  WATER  IN  THE  12  MONTHS  ENDED  31st  MARCH,  1961 


QUALITY  OF  WATER 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Borough  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information; 

The  sewage  disposal  for  the  major  part  of  the  Borough  is  by 
direct  discharge  to  the  Mersey  and  the  sewerage  facilities  for  this 
area  are  adequate.  The  north  east  portion  of  the  Borough  drains  to 
West  Lancashire  Rural  District  Council  Homer  Green  sewage  works 
which  is  running  to  capacity  and  the  trunk  sewer  to  this  works  is 
overloaded.  It  is  believed  that  the  West  Lancashire  Rural  District 
Council  have  these  matters  under  consideration. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

There  are  four  Stations  established  in  the  Borough  for  m.easuring 
and  recording  atmospheric  pollution  at  selected  sites  as  follows: — 

1.  Civil  Defence  Station,  Knowsley  Road — 

Standard  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instrument. 

2.  Health  Department,  Trinity  Road. — 

Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of 
sulphur  dioxide. 

3.  Grammar  School,  Netherton — 

(a)  Standard  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instrument. 

(b)  Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement 
of  sulphur  dioxide. 

4.  St.  George  of  England  School,  Fernhill  Road — 

Smoke  filter  and  volumetric  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of 
sulphur  dioxide. 

A fifth  instrument  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  for  a time  it 
will  be  used  for  demonstration  purposes  at  the  Clean  Air  Centre,  Glovers 
Lane,  and  will  later  be  used  at  a static  Station  at  a selected  site  in  the 
Borough. 

Industrial  and  Commercial  Premises 

Altogether,  31  visits  were  made  to  industrial  and  commercial  premises 
in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act.  In  five  cases  plans  and  specifica- 
tions of  new  furnaces  were  submitted  in  accordance  v/ith  Section  3(2) 
of  the  Act,  all  of  which  were  approved  by  the  Council.  In  addition  5 
Notifications  of  intention  to  install  were  received  under  Sectoin  3 of  the 
Act. 

Industrialists  are  encouraged  to  submit  plans  of  new  furnaces  to  ensure 
that  there  is  no  offence  in  so  far  as  the  requirements  of  Section  3 are 
concerned. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  1961 
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Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos.  1 and  2 become 
operative  on  the  1st  June,  1961.  These  two  Orders  cover  two  areas  of 
134  acres  comprising  1,271  dwellinghouses  and  other  buildings. 

The  Bootle  (Netherton)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  3 was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  15th  May, 
1961,  with  the  modification  that  the  date  of  operation  should  be  1st 
December,  1961.  The  Area  comprises  97.16  acres  and  contains  1,105 
dwellinghouses  and  other  buildings. 

A letter,  together  with  an  explanatory  leaflet,  was  sent  to  each  house- 
holder living  in  the  Areas  explaining  the  position  as  fully  as  possible.  Prior 
to  this  extensive  propaganda  had  been  carried  out  in  the  Areas  over  a 
long  period. 

The  survey  of  the  premises  in  the  Proposed  Smoke  Control  Area 
No.  4 was  completed  during  the  year.  The  details  and  costs  of  which  are 
being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Council  early  in  the  new  year, 
when  it  is  expected  the  Order  will  be  made. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  the  following 
circulars  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  provisional  plans  for  establishing  Smoke 
Control  Areas.  Circular  No.  1/61 — \6th  January,  1961 

This  circular  which  refers  to  provisional  clearance  from  the  Ministry, 
states  that  it  is  now  not  necessary  to  obtain  provisional  clearance,  pro- 
viding the  Local  Authority  is  in  a black  area;  these  black  areas  are  listed 
in  the  tables  and  footnotes  in  Smoke  Control  (England  and  Wales) 
Cmnd.  1113,  in  which  Bootle  is  included. 

Selecting  of  Open  Fires  for  coke  burning 
Circular  No.  28/61 — 5th  June,  1961 

The  Minister  draws  attention  to  the  importance  of  installing  suffi- 
ciently widely  spaced  firebars  to  enable  coke  to  be  burned  satisfactorily. 

Works  of  Adaptation  eligible  for  grant 
Circular  No.  31/61 

The  Minister  refers  to  Circular  62/56  “Memorandum  on  Smoke 
Control  Areas”  which  sets  out  the  works  of  adaptation  which  rank  for 
grant  and  this  new  circular  includes  reference  to  electrical  means  of 
igniting  coke  and  other  solid  smokeless  fuels. 

Industrial  Furnaces 

Circular  No.  42/61 — 29th  August,  1961. 

The  Minister  refers  to  Section  2 of  the  Act  and  the  defence  of  factory 
buildings  and  equipment  where  an  offence  occurs,  and  brings  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Local  Authorities  that  this  defence  is  limited  to  a seven  year 
period  which  ends  on  the  5th  June,  1963. 
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Clean  Air  Information  Centre 

The  Council  are  providing  a permanent  Clean  Air  Information 
Centre  at  Glovers  Lane,  Netherton,  which  it  is  expected  will  open  early 
in  the  New  Year.  The  Centre  will  provide  the  means  of  establishing  close 
liaison  between  the  Local  Authority’s  Officers  and  the  general  public 
Two  types  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  fires  have  been  installed,  one  of  which 
is  similar  to  the  type  fitted  in  Corporation  houses,  for  the  purpose  of 
demonstrating  the  correct  use  of  the  appliances  and  fuels.  Also  various 
appliances  and  equipment,  together  with  literature,  have  been  so  arranged 
as  to  form  a permanent  exhibition. 


Coke  Tests 

65  demonstrations  in  occupied  dwellinghouses  in  Netherton  were 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  for  the  benefit  of  tenants  in  the 
correct  use  of  their  firegrate  using  household  gas  coke  No.  2. 


Smokeless  Fuel 

Phimax  is  now  being  produced  at  the  Linacre  Gas  Works  in  addition 
to  household  coke  No.  2.  Both  these  fuels  are  suitable  for  burning  in 
open  grates  of  the  approved  type  and  are  in  ample  supply. 


Prosecutions  for  Non-abatement  of  Nuisances — 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  93 

Prosecutions  have  been  reduced  to  a minimum  by  personal  contact 
and  also  by  the  Corporation  carrying  out  the  work  in  default,  as  provided 

by  statute. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  for  non-abatement  of  sanitary  nuisances 
during  the  year. 


Disinfestation 

The  routine  procedure  for  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  has 
been  maintained.  62  municipal  houses  and  19  privately  owned  houses 
were  disinfested  with  suitable  insecticides. 

The  household  effects  of  all  persons  living  in  houses  which  have  been 
dealt  with  by  way  of  slum  clearance  are  disinfested  before  removal  to  n 
Corporation  hoLs.  In  the  past,  household  effects  'I' J 

cyanide,  but  this  method  proved  too  slow  to  keep  pace  with  the  speed 
with  which  the  slum  clearance  programme  was  proceeding.  The  present 
method  consists  of  spraying  the  entire  house  and  con  ents  with  Ga^^^ 
mexane  before  removal.  The  spraying  of  the  condemned  houses  i a 
nrecautionary  measure  to  protect  the  demolition  workers  from  the 
possibility  of  becoming  infested  with  vermin.  In  addition,  the  oew  hous 
fs  also  spmycd  to  assist  in  preventing  re-infestation,  at  ^ f 
ciable  time.  The  cost  of  treatment  and  removal  is  borne  by  t 

Corporation, 
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on  POssiblc  to  treat  and  remove  the  household  effects  of  25  to 

30  fainihes  a week  as  against  5 families  under  the  old  method  of  cyanide. 
1 he  advantages  of  the  new  method  are  the  elimination  of  the  very  real 
danger  to  human  life;  the  saving  in  the  actual  cost  of  disinfestation- 
increased  revenue  from  rents  of  Corporation  houses  which  would  otherwise 
be  lett  empty  for  longer  periods.

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Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

Section  96  of  the  Bootle  Corporation  Act,  1959,  provides  that  any 
person  carrying  on  the  business  of  hairdresser  or  barber  shall  be  registered 
by  the  Corporation  and  the  premises  shall  be  so  registered.  The  Corpora- 
tion has  made  bye-laws  to  secure  the  cleanliness  of  premises  registered 
under  this  section  and  of  the  instruments,  towels  and  equipment  used 
therein;  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  persons  employed  in  such  premises  in 
regard  to  both  themselves  and  their  clothing.  This  piece  of  legislation  is 
welcomed  not  only  by  the  Health  Department  but  also  by  the  great 
rity  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  engaged  in  what  is  now  a highly  skilled 
profession.  There  are  48  registered  premises  and  113  visits  were  made  to 
ensure  legislation  was  complied  with. 


Caravan  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  dwellers  situated  within  the  Borough, 
nor  are  there  any  sites  for  this  purpose.  Periodically  fun  fairs  visit  the 
parks  and  one  other  site,  but  as  they  are  subject  to  special  exemption, 
licensing  is  not  required. 


Rodent  Control— The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 


There  are  four  permanent  rodent  operators  engaged  in  carrying  out 
duties  under  the  above  mentioned  enactment. 


The  staff  are  carrying  out  continuous  visitations  to  premises  in  the 
Borough,  and  all  factors  giving  rise  to  infestation  are  dealt  with  immediately 
Many  cases  necessitate  the  taking  up  of  floors,  yard  surfaces  and  passages 
leading  in  some  cases  to  extensive  drainage  repairs  and  reinstatement’ 

Systematic  inspection  of  private  dwelling  houses  continued  and  during 
the  year  609  were  inspected.  227  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin, 
36  by  rats  and  191  by  mice.  A total  of  381  complaints  was  received  from 
occupiers  of  dwelling  houses. 


Inspection  of  Lands  and  Buildings— There  were  2,178  inspections  of 
land  and  buildings,  comprising  food  shops,  retail  shops,  factories,  ware- 
houses, schools,  offices  and  eold  stores.  142  of  these  premises  ffiujid 
to  be  infested,  55  by  rats  and  87  by  mice.  The  staff  treated  all  of  these 

infestations. 


Sewer  Treatment 

Following  discussions  early  in  the  year  with  the  Regional  Technical 
Officers  of  the  Infestation  Control  Division,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  sewer  rat  control  during 
the  period  1961/62  with  the  poison  fluoracetamide. 


In  previous  years  the  sewers  were  treated  on  the  pre-baiting  system 
using  zinc  phosphide,  arsenious  oxide  or  antu. 
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Experiments  had  also  been  carried  out  with  warfarin,  but  owing  to 
the  wet  condition  of  some  of  the  manholes  it  rapidly  became  unpalatable 
and  its  use  was  abandoned  albeit  reluctantly. 

Whilst  reasonable  success  had  been  obtained  with  zinc  phosphide 
and  arsenic,  it  was  still  felt  that  there  was  room  for  improvement,  parti- 
cularly in  those  areas  of  the  sewer  system  which  showed  persistent 
infestation. 

The  chief  advantages  claimed  for  fluoracetamide  are:— 

(i)  It  can  be  used  as  a direct  poison  without  the  necessity  of  pre- 
baiting, thus  resulting  in  a considerable  saving  of  time  and  labour 
by  reducing  the  number  of  times  the  manholes  have  to  be  lifted. 
Alternatively,  wider  coverage  can  be  given  which  is  often  re- 
quisite to  the  control  of  widely  established  infestations. 

(ii)  With  four  treatments  a year  survivors  have  far  less  opportunity 
of  breeding  up  in  the  intervals  between  them. 

It  was  decided  to  carry  out  a 100%  treatment  of  the  sewer  system  by 
placing  8 oz.  baits  containing  fluoracetamide  in  each  of  the  manholes. 

The  first  treatment  was  carried  out  in  April/May  using  oatmeal  as 
the  base-bait.  The  baits  were  placed  on  trays  or  benching  in  the  manholes 
in  the  usual  way. 

This  treatment  was  repeated  after  a lapse  of  three  months  in  July/ 
August,  but  this  time  using  sausage  rusk  as  the  base-bait. 

During  October/November  all  the  manholes  were  test  baited  with  a 
plain  bait  of  bread  mash,  which  was  also  intended  to  serve  as  a pre-bait 
for  any  manholes  that  may  still  be  infested.  Altogether  2,851  manholes 
were  test  baited,  of  which  236  showed  “takes”.  It  should  be  emphasized, 
however,  that  a number  of  the  “takes”  were  almost  certainly  “wash-offs” 
as  two  heavy  rain  storms  occurred  when  the  test-baiting  was  being  carried 
out. 


Nevertheless,  it  was  decided  to  play  safe  and  treat  all  236  as  showing 
evidence  of  infestation.  These  236  manholes,  together  with  the  associated 
manholes,  are  to  be  treated  with  fluoracetamide  in  January  1962  to 
complete  the  cycle  of  treatment. 

In  April/May,  1962,  all  the  manholes  will  again  be  test  baited  with  a 
plain  bait.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  a 100%  clearance  will  be 
achieved  in  1962. 

This  opportunity  is  taken  to  thank  the  Rodent  Operators  for  their 
enthusiasm  in  carrying  out  the  new  treatment  and  also  for  the  care  which 
they  took  to  record  the  results  as  accurately  as  possible. 
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Public  Sanitary  Conveniences 

There  are  17  public  conveniences  under  the  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ment; all  of  these  provide  for  males  and  six  of  them  also  make  provision 
for  females. 

The  public  convenience  staff  consists  of  4 men  and  3 women.  They 
cleanse  every  public  convenience  at  least  twice  a day,  and  in  special  cases 
three  times  a day. 

The  Inspectors  visit  the  conveniences  regularly  to  supervise  the 
cleansing,  and  642  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

The  provision  of  adequate  housing  accommodation  remains  one  of 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Borough.  The  following  information 
relating  to  applications  for  the  tenancy  of  Corporation  houses  up  to  31st 
December,  1961,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Housing  Manager.

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Clearance  Orders 

Two  Clearance  Orders  were  made  and  confirmed  without  modification 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Areas,  known  as 
The  Bootle  (Bootle  Village  No.  1)  Clearance  Order,  1961,  and  The  Bootle

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Housing  Act,  1961 

This  Act  became  operative  on  24th  November  1961,  Part  II,  Amend- 
ments to  Housing  Act,  1957,  Houses  in  “Multiple  Occupation”  being  the 
part  of  most  interest  to  the  department.  Under  the  Act  the  Local  Autho- 
rity has  power  to  apply  a management  code  to  houses  which  are  let  in 
lodgings.  The  Act  also  gives  power  to  the  Minister  to  make  regulations 
requiring  the  person  managing  the  house  to  ensure  the  repair,  maintenance, 
cleansing  and  good  order — 

(a)  of  all  m.eans  of  water  supply  and  drainage  in  the  house, 

(b)  of  kitchens,  bathrooms  and  water  closets  in  common  use. 

(c)  of  sinks  and  wash  basins  in  common  use. 

(d)  of  common  staircases,  corridors  and  passage  ways,  and 

(e)  of  outbuildings,  yards  and  gardens  in  common  use, 

and  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and 
litter  from  the  house. 

Housing  (Underground  Rooms)  Act,  1959
